Frank Beers, of Lincoln, a 
son, 


James E., now in France, and a grand- 
son, Russell James. 


Judge Grimison was born In Port 


Hope, Ontario, Canada, and came to 
Nebraska In 1870, teaching school in 
Omaha one year. In May, 1871, he 
took up a homestead in Colfax county, 
taught school and served as county 
superlntendant of schools for four 
years, during which time he studied 
law. Ha was later elected county at- 
torney, then county judge, and on the 
death of Judge William Marshall, of 
Fremont, he was appointed by Gover- 
nor Poynter to fill the unexpired 
term. He was later elected to serve 
another term, and then re-elected. 


After his last term as judge of the 


sixth judicial district he moved to 
Lincoln and retired from public life 
in 1909. 


The Howells Journal, speaking of 


Judge Grimison, who was attending a 
settlers' reunion at Schuyler in 1919, 
said: 


"Few men did more than he to aid

Monday. "Federal courts have held 
(that a petition in bankruptcy serves 
notice on the whole world, and there- 
fore Mr. Epplejr is considered to have 
gone into the deal with his eyes open. 
He and the receiver, W. B. Barkley, 
and the state courts of Nebraska, 
chose to Ignore the federal courts."

by Law. 


The state railway commission Is- 


sued an order Monday to all of the 
railroads of the state to put into effect 
the 17,000 T"iT"Tniini weight for car- 
load shipments of livestock within the 
state, as provided for in a law passed 
at the 1921 session of the legislature. 
While in effect it its a requirement 
that they obey the law, in form it is 
an order putting into effect a rule 
similar to the law. 


At the time the legislature passed 


the law the commission and the at- 
torney general were under a federal 
court injunction not to interfere with 
rate-making then in the hands of the 
federal government The railroads 
claimed that this Injunction auto- 
matically suspended the operation of 
the law, and as this suspension lasted 
beyond the period of three months 
after the legislature adjourned, .when 
laws that do not bear the emergency 
clause go into effect, they said this 
law never did become effective. Hence, 
when the injunction was lifted, the 
law was not in effect 


The railroads have expressed a 


willingness, since the injunction was 
dissolved, to obey such a rule of the 
commission, but that body maintained 
that the lifting of the court ban auto- 
matically put the law into effect Any 
action by It, therefore, the commis- 
sioners contended, would bar persons 
who had claims for overcharges from 
pressing them. It declined to do any- 
thing that would prevent these claims 
being collected. 


As the matter was finally Ironed 


out the commission orders In a rule 
similar to the law, and leaves the 
matter of overcharges to be litigated. 
The finding is that the roads had not 
complied with the law or given any 
va.-id reason for not doing so. It, 
therefore, appeared necessary for an 
order to be entered requiring them to 
put the provisions of the statute in 
their tariffs and conform lie same to 
their charges for mixed carload s 
zaents.

Desire an Opportunity to Pass on the 


Proposition of Eppley for Settle- 


ment of Litigation and 


Payment. 


Two petitions by creditors of the 


Nebraska Hotel company, .bankrupt, 
were filed in federal court Monday. 
They are represented by Stewart, 
Perry & Stewart, Hall, Cline & Wil- 
liams, Good & Good, Wm. Holt, Roy 
B. Ford, J. L,. McMaster, C. W. Skiles 
and Fred C. Foster. 
The first one 


sets up that the undersigned credi- 
tors constitute more than one-half of 
the total of the hotel company and 
more than a fourth of the Nebraska 
Building & Investment company in 
amount and number; that the latter 
company owns over 92 per cent of tSe 
outstanding stock of the hotel com- 
pany, -which constitutes its principal 
asset, and that the business of both 
was directed, prior to the bankruptcy 
proceedings by substantially the same 
officers. 


They say that Eppley has 
made 


two offers that involve questions that 
should be submitted to the creditors; 
and they, therefore, ask the court to 
order a meeting 
of them, 
either 


jointly or separately as to the com- 
panies, to consider the compromise 
and bid. 
The other petition sets out that on 


September 26, 1922, subsequent to the 
filing- of the bankruptcy, the hotel 
company assumed to make a contract 
to sell the stock of the Interstate Ho- 
tel company, which operates the Fon- 
tenelle, and the personal"property for 
$215,000, to Rome Miller; that in con- 
nection therewith the hotel company 
assumed to make a-mortgage on the 
hotel property at Scottsbluff to the in- 
vestment 
company for $25,000 and 


this -was assigned to Miller as secur- 
ity for the $25,000 he paid on the pur- 
chase price of the Interstate company 
stock. 
It is asserted that the sale and 


mortgage is of no effect, that they 
constitute a cloud on the title, and 
Trustee Baylor having refused to cite- 
Miller ta appear and show' cause 
why they should not be cancelled, the 
court is asked to make such an order. 


Eppley's Proposal. 


Attached to the first petition is a 


copy of the Eppley proposals. 
In 


order to avoid litigation and delay he 
proposed to surrender to the trustee 
the properties involved under the 
condition that he should continue to 
operate them; pay all rentals and 
lease money involved, in addition pay 
$4,000 a month for all except the 
Fontenelle, by which he proposed to 
pay a sum equaling- a 6 per cent year- 
ly dividend on the stock of the hold- 
ing company; that the organization 
of the Interstate company shall be 
continued, and the rent due on the 
Fontenelle to the Douglas hotel com- 
pany, paid or tendered; that any suit- 
able claim or lien he could maintain 
against the properties bu| for this 
agreement shall be transferred to the 
proceeds of any sale, and that he 
should have the same rights 
and 


remedies against the proceeds as 
against the properties; that the prop- 
erties shall not be sold separately un- 
less the aggregate of the bids on the 
several properties, including the In- 
terstate company stock, exceeds his 
own bid tendered therewith, coupled 
with an agreement on his part to 
deliver possession to any purchaser. 


The bid of Mr. Eppley, 
attached, 


bound lUm to pay $900,000 for all the 
properties, including the Interstate 
company stock. On this 
purchase 


price he was to he credited with the 
$280,000 already paid Receiver Bark- 
ley, and he agreed to pay the remaind- 
er in cash, after deducting all incum- 
brances except taxes. In consider- 
ation of this credit, he agreed to waive 
all claims of whatsoever nature on 
account of money expended or obli- 
gations incurred in connection 
with 


the properties if he were, in turn, re- 
leased from all claims against him for 
the use and occupancy of the prop- 
erties.

Miss Thompson, while 
smoke came thru the doorways, placed 
a lively march that calmed the depart- 
ing audience after it had shown signs 
of panic.

bee hive of various industries.

visitor catches glimpses of a laundry. 


• a bakery, machine shops, carpenter 
shops blacksmith 
shops, garages, 


boiler rooms, big kitchens, barber 
shops, school roorus where the three 
R's are taught, and a number of ^small- 
er branch industries, in addition to a 
farm tract of 160 acres where much of 
the table fare is raised for and by the 
inmates. 


Superintendent Gus Miller -works on 


the theory that each man who comes 
into the reformatory has some special 
line of work which he would rather 
do. As soon as this is found out he 
js placed in that line of work if it is 
available. One man likes to paint pic- 
$ tures. He has to work with crude ma- 


terials, but some of his pictures show 
real flashes of talent. In addition to 
hie painting exercises, of course, he 
lias to do manual labor and take 
school work, but the painting develops 
his creative instinct. Mr. Miller does 
not expect the painter to develop into 
a Rembrandt or Landseer, but he does 
expect that man to learn that there 
are some things in life besides the 
thing or things that led him into a 
state institution. 


Man Liked to Whittle. 


Another man in the 
reformatory 


seemed to take but little interest in 
anything that was presented to him. 
He spent a great deal of time aim- 
lessly doing just what he was told to 
do, and nothing more. One day he 
was observed sharpening two case 
; knives to a razor edge, and'putting 
needle points on them. He was sur- 
prised in the act, and some prison of- 
, ficials might have gotten the idea he 
•was planning a wholesale murder. He 
was allowed to tell his story. 


"You know, Mr. Miller," he 
ex- 


_ plained, "I just like to whittle, and I 


was 
sharpening 
these 
knives 
to 


whittle with." 


He -was instructed to whittle. 
A 


mallet was suggested. Today the man 


1 turns out mallets by the score, rery 
good mallets, too. Superintendent 
MiHer finds a market for most of 
them. The man is beginning to take 
an interest in the carpenter shop, and 
helps clean it up after each day's 
whittling. His mind is reaching out 
and his creative instinct is developing. 


The surprising thing about some of 


the prisoners is how much they don't 
know in educational matters, and how 
much that lack of education is over- 
balanced by an abnormal knowledge 
iu worldly wisdom. 
Some of them 


know how to forge checks, hold up 
pedestrians on dark corners, and how 
to commit other crimes, but they 
don't know very mucn about the finer 
things of life which are to be found 
in books. 
It is apparent that the 


wrong side of these men fias been de- 
veloped. Mr. Miller is trying to de- 
•velop, or at least awaken, the other 
side. How well he succeeded in some 
cases is shown by what the men do 
after they get out, and especially in 
what one man said on leaving. 


Hiavterm had been served, and he 


had reported at Mr. Miller's office to 
be discharged. He was a strapping 
six footer with a prize fighter counte- 
nancepbut he prostrated himself on 
the floor in front of the astonished 
superintendent, and said he wanted to 
express how he felt, but couldn't say 
it. He was referring to the education 
in better things he had acquired In 
the reformatory. -He made good. 
- 
.The Reformatory Library. 


The reformatory library consists of 


about nine hundred volumes. A re- 
cent addition of red bound volumes 
with the reformatory name stamped 
on them gave an added impetus to 
reading. The leaders are increasing 
in number. Jn January of this year 
one hundred and seventy-three books 
were borrowed for reading 
outside 


school and work hours; one hundred 
and>twelve of these were fiction, four- 
teen non-fiction and the rest maga- 
zines of the better class. They were 
loaned to seventy readers. 


In February two hundred and silly 


books were borrowed; one hundred 
and ninety-one of them fiction, thirty- 
two non-fiction, and thirty-seven mag- 
azines. The number of readers had 
jumped from seventy to one hundred 
and fifteen. 


School work at the reformatory is 


carried on under the supervision of 
Cal K. PhUlipL The teaching is done 
by inmates -who have passed the qual- 
ifications for that position. The men 
are taugnt elementary and intermedi- 
ate subjects, and it is hoped by Mr. 
Miller that some day facilities win 
be provided by which the men can 
be given higher education: 
School 


•work is carried on in classes, with the 
men divided into groups correspond- 
ing lo grades. Half of tie students 
have class in the morning, and the 
other half iathe afternoon" 


Not the least -matter at the insti- 


tution Js the musical talent of some 
of the boys. Those who can find a 
scare moment are to be heard blotriac 
their horns if their talent runs t<> 
•ward wind instruments. A good band 
has been organized, and it furnishes 
real music on all occasions. Vocal 
study Is encouraged by Mr. Miller. 
wbo Is no mean vocalist himself when 
it comes to leading the choir. 


Boring is taught with a view to 


civlng the men physical as well as 
mental courage. Some -who were pro- 
fessedly afraid to box wtca they en- 
lered arc now able to exhibit "jroort 
talent Mr. MiHer has, in addition to 
teaching the bJow and parry, always 
held out tie finest ideals of sports- 
manlike boxing with a view lo taking 
out all tbe brutality. 


"If a man has any good "5n fun at

tions have recently added to their 
programs the unique feature of teach- 
ing the dot-and-dash wireless code to 
the amateurs who are listening in, 
and they are finding this one of the 
most popular things they can do. So 
far as I know this was started by 
Station WDAP in Chicago, and was at 
once taken up by Station WIP in 
Philadelphia. Since then It has been 
followed by at least a halt doien of 


for many hundreds of miles thru the 
extreme sensitiveness of the micro- 
phones to tones that are above the 
middle register. 


Almost all of the stations follow 


the general plan of teaching this code 
very slowly at first Station WIP in- 
troduced the dlt-dah method of mem- 
orizing the dots and dashes, and this 
has proved a very great success. The

Governor Bryan 
Has Bushel of 


Petitions and Cards Asking 


Legislators to Pass His 


Bills. 


Governor Bryan Is worried over tlie 


bushel of cards and petitions received 
in favor of his torty-five bills and the 
saving of ?9,000,000 which he 
hits 


promised to make in the expenses of 
the state government for the next two 
years. Neaily everybody is ia favor 
of saving ?9,000,000 or any other num- 
ber of millions. This number is 
mentioned in the petitions because it 
is the amount fixed by the governor 
in his promise. Whether the gover- 
nor can make good his promise is not 
debated by the petitioners. They take 
it for granted he can. 


The 
governor does 
not 
know- 


exactly what to do with the cards and 
petitions. He had asked that tax pay- 
ers send him a copy of whatever 
petition they saw fit to send to mem- 
bers of the legislature. For fear the 
members have not received the origi- 
nal the governor may take some steps 
to get them before the legislature. 
Whether he should dump the lot uopu 
the desks o fthe house and senate 
members or prepare an investory of 
the cards and petitions and transmit 
the information to both houses in a 
special message has not been de- 
termined. 


Among those received Monday was 


a petition of 150 from Bladen sent in 
by 'a banker who said it was a rainy 
day when he circulated the petition 
and for that reason he could not do 
better. 


"I have received only one letter 


against my bills and the 
$9,000,000 
saving," said the governor, "and that 
was from a man who wants -an ap- 
propriation for a state park, for pleas- 
ure resorts for the people to tako 
their minds off their taxes." 


The governor admits that some 


cards received by him are printed 
with a petition and with the printed 
address of a member of the legisla- 
ture, but he pleads ignorance of the 
sending out of such cards from Lin- 
coln. He believes such cards are 
clearly prepared by some one in a 
community. Th^y ask legislators to 
vote for "all bills to reduce taxes in- 
troduced by Bryan and for°an investi- 
gation of the university, state schools 
and all state Institutions." 


The governor calls atentlon to the 


fact that he did not ask for some of 
the things in these card petitions, 
therefore the cards were not printed 
at his suggestion. 


William Colton of York has written 


Governor Bryan: 


"I believe the republicans will be 


making a serious mistake if they op- 
pose Governor Bryan on his desire to 
reduce taxes. The people care noth- 
ing about having a political game 
played at Lincoln. We have had 
enough of that kind of business. Gov- 
ernor Bryan was elected because the 
people wanted the code bill done away 
with and taxes-reduced and if I were 
serving at Lincoln this winter Gov- 
ernor Bryan would have my full sup- 
port on any measure that would 
bring about the above result."

German Profiteers Sorry to See Tour- 


ists Leave and Fear Spring Will 


Not Bestore Prosperity. 


BERLIN, (By Mail)—The spirit of 
unrest which permeates all Germany 
has spread to the foreign colonies liv- 
ing here 
and a wholesale exodus 


homeward is under way. 


Germany, once the mecca of all 
tourists and globe trotters, is being 
slowly but surely shoved into the Frederic Button left today for Lincoln 
category ofa"a good place to come 
from." 


The general exodus of foreigners— 


especially French and Belgians \rho 
have been systematically boycotted 
by all Germans-^-has bee'n under way 
ever since—and even 
before—the 


Ruhr occupation. 


With Germany "invaded" from the 
west by French and Belgian troops, 
with wild reports of separatist move- 
ments along the Rhine, with an al- 
most daily report of imminent monar- 
chist uprisings in Bavaria, with' Po- 
land a Questionable neighbor, with 
the sole topic of conversation every- 
where based on bate, revenge and a 
million uncertainties, Tom, Dick and 
Harry are pulling stakes for home. 


Ships arriving in German ports 
torn abroad are practically empty; 
international trains coming to Ger- 
many are 
only comfortably filled, 


while outgoing trains are crowded to 
beyond capacity and shipping accomo- 
dations 
are booked nearly three 


months ahead. 


Most of the people in Germany are 


glad 
of it. Hotel keepers, taricab 


companies, 
fashionable 
boarding 


house owners and others who thrive 
on foreign trade, are sorry to see 
their gold mines vanishing. But the 
Americans and others who think it is 
time to get "in the clear" in case 
something happens are going Just tie 
same aad the general belief is 
the movement has only begun. 
that 


ways see a slackening of foreign visi- 
tors here. But it is feared the usual 
spring influx will be lacking and 
Germany isn't so very sure she is go- 
ing to be- satisfied now that her ef- 
forts to rid herself of "blood-sucking" 
foreigners have in part been success- 
ful. 


The general unrest is not the only 
reason behind the move away from 
Germany.

handful of food and stuff it in the 
mouth than to try and balance small 
quentities it on a spoon—so why not 
do it! 
And they do precisely that, 


and 
continue to do it unless 
the 


mother is constantly watching and 
correcting them. The best way 'to 
overcome this is to teach the child to 
handle his spoon properly, which he 
will eventually find much easier than 
using his nand. 


But the handling of the spoon Is not 


all that goes to make up a well be- 
haved child. He must be taught to 
take only small mouthfuis of food, eat 
them slowly and keep his mouth shut 
while chewing. Above all he must be 
taught neatness—not to spill 
foods, 


smear his face, lean on the table or 
speak with a full mouth. 


I know that it is difficult and 


harassing to be constantly correcting 
a child, but that is the only way I 
know that the results one wishes can 
be accomplished. Of course there are 
always two ways of doing things, and 
so there are two way? of reproving or 
correcting child: en. 
Patience and a 


low, pleasant voice In talking to them 
usually make mo.e of an impression 
on the child than shouting and slap- 
ping, tor these only a'waken stubborn- 
ness. 
, 


Of course one must make the child 


understand the Importance of what is 
being said, but an adult should never 
on any account lose his o he temper 
with a child.- 


How to Hold a Spoon. 


When a child is still quite small 


and can handle only a spoon he 
should be taught to hold it with a 
back of his hand upward 
and the 


thumb closed over the fist. The pusher 
is held in the same way in the left 
band, and thus both hands are In use 
from the first In drinking a child 
must of necessity use both his hands 
to hold the glass or the mug until 
until he is strong enough to lift it 
properly. 


The teaching of table manners must 


be as gradual as any 
to teaching. 


When the child 
has finally learned 


one thing well, only then is it safe to 
begin teaching the next. Thus, when 
the child has achieved the proper-use 
of the spoon and pusher, it Is time to 
discard them and introduce the knife, 
fork and spoon. 


The fork should not be held as was 


the baby spoon. The ILst two fingers 
and the thumb are closed around and 
about halfway up the handle of the 
fork somewhat after the manner In 
which pen is held. The only differ- 
ence Is that one holds a pen near the 
point, while the fork is held a -little 
way above the center of the handle. 


The- food is then conveyed to the 


mouth with the fork prongs up. If 
the child finds It difficult to get the 
food uopn the fork, he may continue 
to use the pusher. When he becomes 
dexterous in the handling of the fork 
he may replace the pusher with a 
small piece of bread," which is held in 
the lemt .nnnd between the thumb and 
the first two fingers. This helps the 
child to secure the foods that would 
otherwise elude him and smear the 
entire plate. 


A child should always be reminded 


to say please when asking for any- 
thing, and thank you on receiving it. 
When he is at the table with older 
people, other than the immediate fam- 
ily, he should be taught not to enter 
into the conversation unless spoken 
to. When he is alone with his mother 
and father, 
the 
only thing 
to re- 


member is that he should not be al- 
lowed to 
interrupt. Otherwise it 


seems to me that the child should 
feel happy and free while with them 


A child should always ask permis- 


sion of his mother if it is necessary 
for him to leave the dining table be- 
fore the rest. 


I still feel, In spite of my friend's 


request, that eltqueeete is a foolish 
word to use with children and that 
most .mothers do not need hints on 
bringing'up their 
offspring 
if they 


care enough to give thought to the 
mattter.

Tells What He Attempted to Do 


for Agriculture at St. Paul 


by Price Stabili- 


zation. 


H. R. 701, the governor's bill creat- 


ing the department of fish, game and 
athletics, came from the printer Mon- 
day. The remainder of the batch will 
probably be ready by Wednesday. 
| 


The first paragraph sets out lhat 


there is hereby created a department 
to be known as the bureau of fish, 
game and athletics, with a commis- 
sioner in charge at $3,000 a year, who i 
shall have the 
enforcement 
of the ' 


game and fish laws and such other du- 
ties as may be imposed by law. 


The bill is considered remarkable 


in that while it establishes a bureau 
of game, fish and athletics nowhere in 
it is athletics referred to, leaving the 
inference that the only athletics at- 
tached are those necessary to engage 
in while fishing or hunting. 


It has been suggested that perhops 


the governor's- paste pot gave out be- 
fore he came to attaching the laws 
now governing the regulation of box- 
ing matches in the state. These are 
now under a boxing commissioner and 
are set out in a law which puts the de- 
partment under the secretary of pub- 
lic welfare. 
The printed bill is thirty-seven pages 


in length, and consists very largely of 
the present laws governing the- fish 
and game activities of citizens. 
The 


only changes are. where the word bu- 
reau and the name of the new bureau 
are inserted. The remainder is made 
up of pasted on laws now in exist- 
ence.

MEN AND THINGS 


A. W. -Miller, a Lincoln banker, says that one rea- 


son why school costs are mounting is that we have lost 
our heads over marble halls, modern conveniences, 
swimming pools and gymnasiums in our public schools. 
He points out that the average boy and girl leaves 
home in the morning to spend the greater part of the 
-day in surroundings far better than their parents can 
afford to provide for them. Instead of inculcating ideas 
of beauty and art, he says it-results in their growing 
dissatisfied with their homes, and when they come* to 
build one of their own they buy better homes than they 
can afford. Where a new husband once hesitated about 
going into debt $500 on a $1,500 house, the younger gen- 
eration thinks nothing of buying a ?7,500 house on a 
?200 down payment, and they worry not at all about 
the load of debt they thus shoulder. 


Senator Henry Behrens is a farmer, and yet he re- 


fuses to place much stress upon the cries of the agri- 
culturists from taxing relief. He says that taxes are 
too heavy, but that the way to reduce them is to re- 
move the causes of high taxes. In his county the board 
of commissioners are under pressure all the time from 
fanners who want a new bridge built near them for 
their own convenience or they want the road leading 
to their place put into high grade condition. They 
want this, that or the other improvement, says Mr. 
Behrens, because it helps their condition and surround- 
ings, without stopping to realize that when all the de- 
mands of all the farmers are bunched it means a 
•whacking big tax bill. 


Some farmers there are who say that the hard times, 


where they do not put a man out of business entirely, 
•will,' in the end, prove a good thing. It will Jar them 
out of the old ruts of production, and increase the 
number of side lines. 
University extension workers 


are doing a lot of urging along side lines. One of them 
said the other day that the average Nebraska hen lays 
only 113.5 eggs a year, whereas, by culling, use. of 
tetter sires, better equipment and more careful feed- 
Ing practices the average can easily be raised to 150 
eggs. The difference between 113.5 eggs a year and 
150 a year does not look very large, but as an actual 
matter of fact it would add 10 million dollars to farm 
profits. 


Referring once more to the importance of visual tests 


of school children, it should be said that the opinion 
of expert optometrists and oculists is that defective 
eyesight is responsible for much of the inefficiency that 
exists. They say—and the school men back it up— 
that the poor spelling of which so much is said is due 
largely to the lack of correct vision. 
To spell cor- 


rectly one must recall the shapes and sizes of words 
tthat were photographed on the brain thru the eyes 
Vhen the spelling book was being conned. If the eyes 
have hot correctly photographed what they looked at 
the brain .'will not recall It truthfully. All of which 
sounds very reasonable, and also important. 


Figures recently made public by the Illinois mine 


operators give an Illuminating vle-w of wages and con- 
ditions In,that industry. There, are fewer fatalities 
among miners fha" among merchants or doctors. It 
is admitted that the miner Is entitled to more pay than 
other workers because of the dreariness of his life 
under ground, but it Is pointed out that he is among 
the better paid workers. In 1921, which was about 
as bad a year' as 1922, for the soft coal miners of 
Illinois, the men worked only 145 days, but the piece 
workers averaged $1,703 for the year, or' $10.39 a day. 
Daily earnings last year were about the same, but-the 
annual Income was cut down to about $1,500 by the" 
seven months' strike. If these figures are correct, is 
it any wonder that there are more men clamoring for 
work in the mines than there are jobs, a condition that 
would Indicate that the figures are truthful.
